ANNOUNCING RUSH UNIVERSITY 
Reprinted from NEWS ROUNDS, January, 1973 


Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s employees will no longer be working only 
for a hospital or a medical center. They will now also be working for a 
university. 

Plans were recently announced for Rush University, a senior health 
university that will produce enough manpower to provide care for a million 
and a half persons. 

Rush University will immediately encompass Rush Medical College, Rush 
College of Nursing and Allied Health Sciences and Rush Graduate College. 
Other colleges will be added as appropriate. 


Grant Professional Degrees 


In addition to baccalaureate degrees in nursing and allied health sciences, 
the new university will grant advanced professional degrees in medicine and 
nursing. The graduate college, as part of the Research Institute, will grant 
research degrees in health related fields such as physiology, microbiology and 
biochemistry. 

According to Dr. James A. Campbell, Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Presi- 
dent, Rush University will graduate 100 doctors and 500 nurses per year in 
addition to a substantial number of allied health personnel. 


“This will assure a balanced system by providing sufficient manpower for 
the given population and by continually replacing those who leave it,” Dr. 


Campbell said. 
Served by Single Faculty 


Programs for all three colleges will be served by a single faculty. 

“A unified faculty—one with common goals and approaches to the edu- 
cation of health manpower—serves to unite care, education and research while 
increasing the possibility of logical entry, departure, and re-entry within the 
educational system,” Dr. Campbell said. 

Antecedents for creation of Rush University date from 1837 when Rush 
Medical College, first medical school in the State of Illinois, was established. 
When Rush closed in 1942, it had graduated more than 10,000 physicians. 
The St. Luke’s Hospital of Nursing began in 1885, the Presbyterian school in 
1903, both graduating more than 6,000 nurses. From its inception in 1957 
until it closed in 1968, the combined Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital School 
of Nursing produced 1,141 R.N.’s. In addition to doctors and nurses, Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s has produced thousands of allied health personnel rang- 


ing from inhalation therapists to psychiatric occupational therapists. 


Integral Part of the System 

Rush Medical College was reactivated last year and presently has 195 
enrolled students; Rush College of Nursing and Allied Health Sciences will 
accept its first undergraduate and graduate students in the fall of 1973. It is 
anticipated that the first students admitted to Rush Graduate College will arrive 
in 1975) 
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In 1969, Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center was created through 
a merger of Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, Rush Medical College, and the 
Central Free Dispensary. At that time, Dr. Campbell announced plans to 
establish, ‘““during the next decade,” a health university. The 1969 state charter 
issued to Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s specifically contemplated “creation of 
one or more health, research and educational institutions for physicians, scien- 
tists, nurses and other allied personnel’? and made provisions to grant appro- 
priate academic honors and degrees. 


“Rush University will be an integral component in the Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s plan to build a balanced and comprehensive health system that will 
serve as a prototype for the nation,” Dr. Campbell said. “When complete, this 
model system will combine all local health care functions necessary to serve 
a million and a half people at all socio-economic levels. One hundred-thirty 
systems similar to ours would provide rational health care and education for 


: ” 
our nation. 


Other existing or announced component already in the Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s system include: a core teaching hospital (Presbyterian-St. Luke’s) ; 


a medical school (Rush Medical College), a network of affiliated hospitals in 
urban, suburban and rural areas; a health maintenance organization; a neigh- 


borhood health center (Mile Square); a geriatric health center (Johnston R. 
Bowman); an outpatient mental health facility (Marshall Field IV Center(; a 
multi-disciplinary research institute; a nursing college (Rush College of Nurs- 
ing and Allied Health Sciences); and two branch hospitals (Park Forest 
South and Schaumburg). 
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ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS 
RUSH COLLEGE OF NURSING 
AND ALLIED HEALTH SCIENCES 


Undergraduate Program 


The Rush College of Nursing and Allied Health Sciences will be admit- 
ting students into their program in September, 1973. The College of Nursing 
will function on the premise that nursing is an applied science and its prac- 
titioners need sound foundations in the behavioral and biophysical sciences. 
Students may be admitted into the College of Nursing through several 
methods. 


Entrance through a Pre Health Curriculum in a College or University 
Affiliated with Rush: 


Students enrolled in colleges and universities affiliated with Rush Uni- 
versity may be registered in those schools and at Rush simultaneously. (A list 
of such schools is available upon request.) Prospective students must have 
graduated from an approved high school or provide evidence of successful 
completion of the General Education Development Test (GED). The follow- 
ing guidelines represent admission needs of freshman students entering the 
Rush program through affiliated schools: 


Sixteen units of secondary education including: 


English 4 units 

Mathematics 2 units (algebra, geometry, trigonometry ) 

Laboratory Science 2 units (biology, physics, chemistry) 

Social Science 2 units (history, foreign language, behavioral 
science) 


Additional 6 units (academic subjects) 


Completion of entrance examinations including the College Entrance 
Examination Board Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) or American College 
Testing Examination (ACT) and three College Entrance Board Achievement 
Tests (English composition, mathematics or science and one examination of 
the student’s choice). 


NOTE: Acceptable SAT or ACT scores for admission are determined 
by each of the affiliating colleges or universities. (The average SAT score 
ranges between 1030-1100 or the network schools.) 


Recommendations from the student’s high school principal or counselor 
and other admission requirements as specified by the affiliating college or 
universities. 


Students transferring into the Rush program in affiliating schools must 
comply with the transfer policies and requirements of the college or uni- 
versity involved. 

Entrance into the Upper Division to Rush College of Nursing: 


The last two years in the College of Nursing are spent on the Rush 
campus with certain courses offered on the Illinois Institute of Technology 
campus. Students are promoted or transferred into this program if they 
have successfully completed a minimum of sixty semester college hours 
including:

Inorganic Chemistry 4 
Organic Chemistry 4 
Human Anatomy and Physiology 8 
Microbiology 4 
Statistics (mathematics) 3 
Behavioral Sciences 12 
Electives 25

Those enrolled in affiliating colleges and universities are eligible for 
promotion into the upper division upon successful completion of the above 
hours and recommendation of the college or university faculty. Transfer 
applicants not enrolled in affiliated schools must apply through the Regis- 
trar’s Office, Rush University and submit the following information: 

Transcripts of required college courses as previously identified. 

SAT or ACT examination scores. 

A recommendation of a college counselor or other appropriate faculty 
member. 

Completed physical examination. 

Interview by Rush personnel. 

Registered nurse applicants who have completed the necessary college 
requirements can take selective proficiency written and clinical examinations 
in basic nursing courses or advanced placement. Specific information regard- 
ing these examinations will be forwarded upon request. 


Graduate Admissions 


For admission to the graduate program at Rush College of Nursing and 
Allied Health Sciences, the student must show evidence of a grade point 
average of 3.0 (4.0 scale) for the last two academic years. The student must 
be licensed or certified by the appropriate body or give evidence of intention 
to be certified or licensed. Each student must submit a completed physical 
examination form. Two transcripts from each professional school and/or 
institution of higher learning previously attended must be submitted, along 
with a total of three letters of reference from academic and/or work expe- 
rience. In addition, Graduate Record Examination scores are to be submiteed. 
The student is expected to participate in a personal interview with faculty 
members in his or her area of specialty. 

Students in the following categories must meet all general admission 
requirements above and those listed below which apply to them: 

Graduate Program in Nursing; Baccalaureate degree with major other 
than Nursing: Students must pass an examination required by the College of 
Nursing and Allied Health Sciences to determine skills and knowledge, as 
well as potential for professional practice and study in an elected field of 
specialization. 

Foreign Students: All documents are to be submitted along with an 
authorized English translation where submitted in language other than Eng- 
lish. The students must pass the English Proficiency Test (TOEFL) where 
English is not the first language of the native country. In addition, the stu- 
dent must pass an examination required by the College of Nursing and 
Allied Health Sciences to determine skills and knowledge, as well as potential 
for professional practice and study in an elected field of specialization. 

Early Admissions: All early admissions are conditional and are based 
upon completion of requirements for a baccalaureate degree, state and other 
general requirements. 

Special Students: Those non-matriculating students who wish to take 
courses in the graduate school must do so with the approval of the Dean 
and the graduate faculty. 


Recruitment of Minorities 


There will be no discrimination on the basis of race, color, national 
origin, creed or sex. Because of the great lack of black nurses and men ‘in 
nursing, both in the community as well as the nation at large, an active 
recruitment program will be developed. It is anticipated that special funds, 
both public and private, will be necessary to subsidize the enrollment of 
minority students. The Dean and other officers of the Medical Center are 
committed to securing funds for this purpose. 


Application for Admission 


Applicants seeking admission should write to the Office of Admissions, 
Rush College of Nursing and Allied Health, 1725 West Harrison Street, 
Chicago, Illinois, 60612 and request an application form.

After the sixty hours of the pre-health curriculum have been completed 
either through credits earned or by examination, students enter the junior 
year or clinical portion of the program. A Faculty Committee is planning 
to develop a proficiency examination for registered nurses which could 
exempt the candidate from some portion of the program. The fourth or 
Senior year must be spent in residence in the college. 


At present the college is investigating the possibility of using C.L.E.P. 
(College Level Entrance Program) to determine how credit can be granted 
for previous knowledge which did not receive college credit. 


In addition, the Dean has appointed a committee to develop a work- 
study program. Details of the plan will be made available as soon as pos- 
sible. Employees of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center will be 
given preference in the work-study program. 


More complete curriculum details will be published in a later issue. If 
in the meantime anyone wishes further information oer counsel, please feel 
free to communicate with Dean Christman (extension 5818).
